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Preface 


This project began when Kate Bush released her “Director’s Cut” album in 2011 (see http- 
s://en.wikipedia.org/wiki/Director%27s_Cut_(Kate_Bush_album)). As usual, with her album 
cover artworks, there is a “KT” (i.e. “Katie”) symbol concealed somewhere within it, and using a 
magnifying glass it is possible to find “KT” in her DC album cover artwork. Solving this puzzle 
immediately led to another puzzle, because in the DC cover artwork the “KT” symbol is accom- 
panied by some extra symbols, so that it reads as “VI... KT IX”. KB never includes extra details 
for no reason at all, so “the game is afoot”. 


That was in 2011, over a decade ago, and the project of deciphering all of the DC album art- 
works — approximately one per song on the DC album — then proceeded in a very leisurely way 
as one of my “background” hobbies. There were a lot of dead-ends in this quest, and also a lot 
of what appeared to be tempting “decoys” to throw me off the scent, but | eventually solved it 
all (mostly).

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Introduction 


The key to interpreting the artworks that are included with Kate Bush’s “Director’s Cut” album 
is to realise that each of them is actually a distorted map, and where it is relevant KT — this is 
Kate Bush’s symbol — has specifically chosen to use Ordnance Survey Explorer (1:25,000) maps 
(and coordinates), which can be accessed online at https://explore.osmaps.com for a small 
annual subscription. The main problem is to identify how each virtual-world artwork corre- 
sponds to the real-world “ground truth” — i.e. to find where it is located on the map — and 
several times | got trapped for a couple of years in very convincing “decoy” solutions, from each 
of which | eventually escaped by working on unrelated things for several months. The fact that 
the DC artworks overlap with each other in various places is very helpful when trying to piece 
everything together. 


This book is my summary of how all of the virtual-world artworks that are included with the DC 
album correspond to “ground truth” places in the real-world. | mostly present these solutions 
as a fait accompli with accompanying notes. However, in some cases | have deliberately omit- 
ted map locations, because | suspect that KT wants the some aspects of her artworks to remain 
obscure. 


| have also omitted any interpretation of the DC artworks that cannot be confirmed by “ground 
truth”, which thus excludes any narrative storyline that might “explain” KT’s motivation for 
publishing the DC artworks. It was very tempting to include a storyline, but it would appear to 
be mere speculation rather than truth because of its lack of “ground truth”. 


| used the small CD-album version of the DC artwork throughout this project, which means that 
the artwork used in this book has a lower resolution than the larger vinyl-album version of the 
DC artwork. It turns out that low resolution is all that is needed for identifying how the DC art- 
works correspond to the real-world “ground truth”. 


| used many photos from my personal photographic collection — shot with a Canon EOS 6D 
35mm DLSR camera, using various focal lengths ranging from 8mm (fish-eye) up to 300mm — 
which includes many photos that | shot in south-west Cornwall, together with a reference set of 
photos that | shot of the CD-album version of the DC artwork. To reduce the file size of this book 
| decided to restrict the quality of most of the included photos to being small monochrome 
stippled images. 
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The problem of finding the correspondence between a virtual-world DC artwork and its real- 
world “ground truth” is hard — i.e. it takes a lot of effort and some luck to discover the right 
location. However, once a location has been discovered, the problem of verifying that it is the 
correct location is relatively easy. 


During the early stages of this project | used fairly loose criteria to assess the “correctness” of a 
location, but over the years | gradually realised that KT is rigorously logical in her approach, 
and that the phrase “fairly loose criteria” is not in her lexicon. This discovery is extremely non- 
obvious, but it is the key to deciphering the cryptic side of KT’s work. 


There is a prequel and a sequel to the analysis of the DC artwork. It turns out that the locations 
corresponding to the DC artworks also appear in (some of) the artworks in KT’s earlier and later 
albums. For earlier albums, the cover artworks of both “The Sensual World” and the “The Red 
Shoes” albums correspond to locations that appear in the DC artworks. For later albums, the 
“Between Two Worlds” artwork in the “Before The Dawn” album has a rich correspondence 
with locations that appear in the DC artworks. There is a long and consistent thread in KT’s 
artworks stretching at least as far back as the 1980s. 


So much for KT’s artworks, but what about KT’s music? An example is given in this book, where 
| decipher the DC album’s “Song Of Solomon” artwork, which includes some sheet music whose 
note pitches define a sequence of numbers that corresponds to the OS coordinates of some 
waypoints along a journey between locations that appear in the DC artwork. However, more 
generally, | have found that it is somewhere between difficult and impossible to decipher KT’s 
music unambiguously in this sort of way, so | have generally focussed on her artworks.

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Connectivity 


The “Director’s Cut” album artworks are interconnected in various ways — some obvious, and 
some obscure — and the purpose of this brief section is to give a “bird’s eye” overview of these 
interconnections, which then serves as a context within which to place the descriptions of each 
artwork. 


The network of interconnections contains three main subnetworks that have strong internal 
connections, but which are weakly connected to each other. 


1. Front Cover, Moments Of Pleasure, Never Be Mine: 

This subnetwork includes the starting location — i.e. the front cover artwork of the DC album — 
and it defines a patchwork of interlinked “maps” of several locations that are very close to each 
other. 


2. Eisenstein, Deeper Understanding, Inside Back Cover: 
This subnetwork includes the Eisenstein-like DC album artwork, and the shape of Eisenstein’s 
35mm film defines a “road map” that runs past the other locations in this subnetwork. 


3. Flower Of The Mountain, Song Of Solomon, Lily, Top Of The City, And So Is Love: 
This is a large subnetwork that defines a patchwork of interlinked “maps” of locations within a 
large region. 


The above subnetworks are connected to each other as 1<93<>2 by long-range links. To avoid 
cluttering the diagram, long-range range links that serve more-or-less the same purpose have 
been amalgamated into a single long-range link. 


4. This Woman’s Work: 
This is a singleton subnetwork — i.e. not really a subnetwork at all — which is linked to subnet- 
work 3 via long-range links.
